bombing of Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
in August, 1945 was this nation’s 
"least abhorrent choice” of a way 
to end a war that otherwise would 
have lasted 
until

1946v says 
former Secretary of War Henry L. 
Stimson. 
American forces not only would 
have suffered an additional 1,000,000 
casualties if the war had lasted that 
long, but the Japanese would have 
suffered greater loss of life and 
property 
than 
they 
did, Stimson 
says in an article of Harper’s m aga­ 
zine’s current issue. 
Stimson says the two bombs used 
were the only ones the nation then 
possessed, and the rate of produc­ 
tion was “very sm all.” 
“Had the war continued until the 
projected invasion 
(of Japan) on 
November I (1945), additional fire- 
raids of B-29’s would have been 
more destructive of life and pro­ 
perty than the very limited num ­ 
ber of atomic raids which we could 
have expected in the same period,” 
Stim son wrote. "But 
the 
atomic 
bomb was more than a weapon of 
terrible destruction; it was a psy­ 
chological w'eapon. 
‘‘The decision to use the atomic 
t>omb wa* a decision that brought 
death to over 100.000 Japanese. No 
explanation can change that fact 
and I do not wish to gloss over.

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since the close of World War II. His 
purpose naturally is 
to spur tile

All roads of thought among peace- 
minded folk, in whatever country 
they may live, lead toward a so­ 
lution of disarm am ent. And of course 
the atomic bomb and the control 
of atomic energy’ are foremast, for 
he who holds this greatest secret 
of the ages m ust inevitably be an 
object of suspicion and fear. 
Kent Cooper, executive director of 
the Associated Press, in a recent 
radio interview’ with station WJR 
of Detroit, put the atom ic problem 
like this: 
“No real advances can be made, 
no real .security can be achieved, un­ 
less the atomic issue is settled on 
an international basis.” 
R ehabilitation Affected 
Certainly we can expect no gen­ 
eral disarm am ent while the atomic 
question Is hanging fire. And by the 
same token 
the 
rehabilitation of 
Europe cannot be achieved, because 
of the economic and political prob­ 
lems are interlocked with those of 
j security. 
T hat’s one thing which makes the 
fram ing of the all-im portant G er­ 
m an peace treaty so difficult. In- 
| deed, it will be surplsing if 
it’s 
I possible to secure a satisfactory ad­ 
justm ent of the German and Aus­ 
trian Issues until a far better under­ 
standing has been reached in the 
m atter of the atomic bomb and the 
general propostion of disarm am ent. 
These strategically situated coun­ 
tries loom large in the security cal­ 
culations of both eastern and w est­ 
ern Europe. 
How can the United N ations cre­ 
ate peace for the enem y countries 
until 
they 
have 
achieved 
peace 
among themselves?
